Source stated that it was almost impossible to effect a border 
crossing near Colbitzow (0 54/4 44), because of the strict 
border control on German territory. Two lines of Soviet 

Zone police sentries were posted about 1,650 feet and 650 
feet from the border. The intormediate space was patrolled 

by double sentries. However, the sentries refrain from 

using their firearms, although they repcatedly challenge any~ 
one passing by there. The sentries content themselves with 
immediately flashlighting the spots where they suspect border 
crossers, 


It has been possible to effect border crossings about 1.25 mile 
north of Grambow (0 54/q 45).
